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By the Chief, Media Bureau:

1 On April 17, 2002, pursuant to section 1.46 of the Commission's Rules® the
Office of Communication of the United Church of Chrig (“UCC”) filed a “Moation for Extenson
of Reply Comment Deadling’ in this proceeding. Previoudy, on January 23, 2002, and on
March 8, 2002, we granted motions and extended our comment and reply comment deadlines?
The current deadline to file reply comments is April 24, 2002. UCC asks the Commission to
further extend the reply comment filing deadline by 14 days to May 8, 2002. Among other
things, UCC assarts that it needs additiond time to complete its andyses of the large volume of
comments filed in this proceeding. UCC dates that, in addition to presenting legd arguments,
parties have provided economic anadyses and factud data regarding diverdty and compstition in
locd radio markets, and that review and andyss of such filings will demand sgnificant time and
resources.> UCC states that UCC and its counsdl, the Institute for Public Representation (“1PR”),
do not have resources sufficient to meet the current deadline, especidly in light of IPR's recent
filing of extensve comments in two other proceedings® UCC assarts that, because it is virtualy
the only party to this proceeding who represents the voice of local radio liseners, the requested
extension is critical to public participation in the instant proceeding.”

2. We bdlieve that the public interest would be best served by granting an extenson
of the reply comment filing deadline. The Commission seeks comment on a wide range of issues
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relaing to multiple ownership of radio daions in locd makets, induding the datutory
framework governing locd radio ownership, diversty and competition in radio markets. We
will, therefore, extend the reply comment deadline by an additiond 14 days. We bdieve that 14
days provides sufficient additiond time for UCC and others to review comments filed in this
proceeding and to prepare comprenensve reply comments.  This, in turn, will help the
Commisson in its decisonmeking and resolving the complex and dgnificant public policy
issues raised in this proceeding.

3. Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED that Motion for Extenson of Reply Comment
Deedline of the Office of Communication of the United Church of Christ IS GRANTED.

4. IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the deadline for filing reply comments in this
proceeding IS EXTENDED to May 8, 2002.
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
